the Board on several occasions during the 
meeting. 

' He said there was a peace distur- 
bance, prompting an order for police to 
escort people out of the Dumke Audito- 
rium. The meeting was then moved to 
an alternative location. 

Peters and Officer Christopher 
Brown said they were both called to the 
front lobby at 11 a.m. 

A mob of people were pushing against 
the lobby doors, according to Peters. 

“[Newmeyer] was violently shaking 
the doors,” Peters said. “He was mali- 
ciously shaking the doors with the i in- 
tent to break the doors.” 

Brown said he then heard a loud 
noise and ‘looked up, finding that the 
door’s locking mechanism had been 
disconnected. He said that Newmeyer 


had broken the lock. The UCLA student ~ 


was openly arrested an hour later. 


Brown — who booked four arrests, 
including Newmeyer and three other 
protestors — said he took Newmeyer’s 
panda hat, sweater and cell phone into 
custody. During the trial, Brown read 
some of the messages from Newmey- 
er’s phone that were sent to a friend, 
Clara Bergen, after the protest. 

“Look up news for CSU Trustee 
meeting today at Long Beach,” New- 
meyer sent to Bergen the day of the 
Board meeting. “Tell me if any news of 
warrants should leak out.” 

“Try not to get into any unplanned 
trouble,” Bergen wrote back to him. 

“This one could have messed up my 
life,” Newmeyer replied. 

The protest was initially intended to 
be peaceful; according to Jonathan Shaf- 
fer, an organizer for ReFund California 
Coalition and a witness presented by 
Mitrovich. Shaffer, who was assigned as 
a peacekeeper for the protest, said he put 
himself in the middle of the friction be- 
tween the protestors and the doors. 

“There was just a mass of people 
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surging at the door,” he said. “Seth had 
let go of the door and had backed away, 


' then the door shattered.” 


Shaffer said he saw force coming 
from both protestors as well as police. 
However, he said that he agreed break- 
ing property is not peaceful protest. 

“T am for peaceful protest,” he said. 
“Where the violence came from — 
that’s undefined.” 

The jury deliberated for about two 
hours before finding Newmeyer guilty. 
The student was given a restitution fine 
of $22,000 to the CSU, which covers 
the costs of replacing the glass door. 

“Because he was convicted of dam- 

age to property, the law requires that he 
pay the owner, which in this case is the 
[CSU],” Fudge said. 
* However, Fudge said that Newmeyer 
may not have to pay the full restitu- 
tion fine. He said the judge, Charles D. 
Sheldon, will decide Wednesday how 
much the student will have to pay. 

Newmeyer declined to comment on 
the case. 
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To offset the potential loss of 
$250 million in case Proposition 
30 does not pass, the Cal State 
University Board of Trustees must 
take precautionary measures. 

This is why the Board voted in 
favor of a five percent tuition hike 
for next spring if November yields 
an unwanted outcome. 

As much as students do not want 
to see their tuition increase again in 
a consecutive semester, the reality 
is that no other option remains. If 
Prop 30. fails, then the CSU will 

have 
a big 
OUR VIEW _ bole 
- to fill 
in the 
budget. Besides the variety of fees 
on credit limits and for repeating 
classes, the tuition hike would 
serve as a way for the CSU to hold 
its head above water with a $250 
million loss. 

With its hands basically tied, this 
contingency plan is the only choice 
the CSU has. So, as students, we 
must say go ahead and dip into our 
pockets a little bit more. 

On the bright side, if enacted, 
‘this tuition hike would be the low- 
est one seen in the past decade. The 
5 percent increase would match the 
previous lowest percent increase 
set in 2010. It will raise the tuition 
next semester by $150. 

Yet, this does not mean there 
will not be additional cuts to our 
education. Because not all of the 
$250 million cut will be filled by 
the 5 percent increase, students 
should expect extensive cuts to the

quality of their education. A decrease in faculty and class choices 


are just to name a few. 


In order to avoid this contingency plan, voters will have to vote 
in favor of Prop. 30, including its statewide raise on the California 
sales tax and the raise on income tax for those making more than 


$250,000. 


Thus, all stakeholders in this decision should make their voices 
heard come November. Students, it’s time to pay attention. 
If Prop. 30 does pass, then the CSU will not need to raise tuition

‘Butter’ has a great cast but fails at political comedy 


Jennifer Garner plays an 
obsessive-compulsive wife in 
a new independent film. 


Sometimes a film’s 
concept is so intrigu- 
ing that there is no way 
the final product itself 
could possibly live up 
to expectations.

It is possible that a lot of the political satire 
was left on the cutting room floor because 2008 
presidential primary jokes are pretty old at this 
point, but it is clear that Jennifer Garner is play- 
ing some sort of mix between Hilary Clinton and 
Sarah Palin. The whole act falls flat; and it is hard 


to sympathize with such an obnoxious character 
toward the end of the film. 

The one subplot that really shines is the story 
about Destiny and her adoptive parents, played by 
Rob Corddry and Alicia Silverstone.

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Serna sparks Long Beach State 
to successful conference start 


The middle blocker 
totaled 32 kills and 6 
blocks this weekend.

The Long Beach State women’s vol- 
leyball team opened conference play 
with a pair of wins, thanks to two ca- 
reer performances by sophomore mid- 
dle blocker Alma Serna. 

The Beach (7-6, 2-0 Big West Con- 
ference) defeated Cal Poly in four sets 
(25-17, 23-25, 25-21, 25-14) Friday 
night before making quick work of UC 
Santa Barbara in straight sets (25-19, 
25-13, 25-16) the next day. 

Against Cal Poly (1-11, 0-1. Big 
West), Serna recorded a match-high 16 
kills to go along with six digs and two 
total blocks (one solo) on .448 hitting. 

After playing her first home game 
since returning from an ankle injury 
she sustained in LBSU’s opening 
match, Serna said she wants to help her 
team win in any way possible. 

“I want to be a bigger impact for the 
team,” she said. “I want to help them 
out emotionally and physically. I want 
to be the best role model I can be and 
just keep going.” 


The Mustangs used a run of seven 
straight points, including. two service 
aces by junior middle blocker Megan 
McConnell, during the second frame to 
tie the match at one set apiece. The Beach 
responded by scoring eight of the last ten 
points, but it eventually fell, 23-25. 

The 49ers broke the tie in third af- 
ter a back-and-forth set that included 
14 ties and 11 lead changes. The Beach 
was nursing a 22-21 advantage before 
scoring the final ‘three points of the 
frame and capping it off with a scorch- 
ing kill from senior outside hitter 
Janisa Johnson that went untouched by 
the Mustangs. 

Junior setter Tara Rocnichs added 45 
assists, 11 digs and five kills for the Beach 
while hitting at a .200 clip. She was a ma- 
jor contributor to a 49er squad that outhit 
Cal Poly .345 to .160 on the night. 

The Beach returned to the court a 
day later to take on UCSB (7-9, 0-2 Big 
West). Once again, it was Serna who 
led the ‘Niners to victory. 

Serna came out firing on all cylinders, 
tallying five kills and three solo blocks 
in the first set alone. She ended up with 
11 kills and four total blocks on the night 
while hitting at a blistering .611 clip. 

“[UCSB] is one of our toughest 
matches,” Serna said. “We just wanted 
to come out and fight. We’ve ‘always 
been rivals with them and always play 
harder [against them].” 

Sernaalso noted that better focus has 
helped the ‘Niners get back on track. 

“Discipline is what we’ve been 


working on,” she said, “We’ve just got 
to get back to the Long Beach’style we 
were at a while ago and keep fighting 
from there.” 

Serna had some help at the net with 
sophomore middle blocker Chisom 
Okpala contributing six kills, two solo 
blocks and a dig on .455 hitting. 

UCSB committed 27 errors on the 
attack while the ‘Niners had only nine, 
part of the reason The Beach outhit the 
Gauchos .293 to .052 on the night. 

Another reason for the discrepancy 
is the continued improvement of Roe- 
nicke, who -had 24 assists, eight digs, 
three kills and a .286 hitting percentage 
while only committing one error. 

LBSU head coach Brian Gimmillaro 
said he is happy with the adjustments 
the tearh has been making during the 
early stages of the season and is glad 
to see Serna becoming healthier and 
stronger. 

“Tt’s nice to have Alma healthier to- 
day than not,” he said. “It sure makes 
a difference ... It’s a learning process. 
You go through a lot of things as a 
team. It takes time, and I thought they 
did pretty well.” 

The Gauchos were paced by junior 
Katey Thompson, who had a match- 
high 13 kills to go along with four digs 
on .219 hitting. 

The Beach will next put its perfect 


‘ Big West record on the line Thursday, 


when it travels to Cal State Northridge 
for a rivalry showdown with the Mata- 
dors.
